Sane programs are able to detect this type of error as an ERROR 98. The 
above programs do not. You oust — 

GO TO YOUR BACKUP. 

For Hard Disk users, RESTC®E your syston. 

If you continue processing, results are ur^redictable. 

Remember that the first thing you should do after bringing cp backi:^ 
data files as your new working data files is to create a new set of backip 
data files. 

We have developed a patch to RUNCDBOL that will assist you in 
determining if you are having the above problem. However, it is not the 
coqplete euiswer. When this patch is in place and the program determines 
that the error has occured it will issue the following message, 

(DATA FILE NAME) ERROR 34 

When you press ENTER thcin all files that are open will be closed and 
the program will go to IRSDOS Ready. In this way you will know that you 
should go to yoiir backup.
